Firem en, called after 3 a.m., fou nd 
the bu ilding totally inv olv ed, w ith 
flames shooting 200 feet in the air. 
A large bu ilding contained 30,000-bu ­ 
shel storage bins with some corn and 
oats, grain grinding eq u ip ment and a 
tru ck was lost in the flames. 


Firem en were su ccessfu l in keep ing 
the blaze confined to the elev ator. There 


was some dam age from heat to nearby 
grain dry ing u nits. 
Sav ed from the flames were the office 
bu ildings, warehou se, other storage bins 
and grain, lu mber storage sheds and an 
L-P gas storage tank. 
Water had to be hau led to the scene 
and p u mp ed from creek. Ashton, West 
Brookly n, Su blette and Dix on Ru ral 
dep artments sent 
tankers to assist. 
Harmon firemen stood by in the Amboy 
st at ion. 
Cau se of the fire is still u nder in­ 
v estigation and no estimate of the 
dam age had been made. 
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Flam es sh ot 200 feet in to th e air as th e Lee Cou n ty FS grain elevator 
was d estroyed b y fire early tod ay. Dam age from th e b laze was con ­

Ford reviews amnesty recommendations 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Ford rev iewed today Pen­ 
tagon and Ju stice Dep artment 
recommendations on how to 
deal with military draft ev a­ 
ders and deserters. 
Atty . Gen. William B. Sax be 
and 
Secretary 
of 
Defense 
James R. Schlesinger deliv ered 
their su ggestions on “earned 
re-entry ” for y ou ng American 
war foes at an early morning 
meeting in the White Hou se 
Cabinet room. 
The session also was attended 
by p residential adv isers John 
Marsh, Robert T. Hartmann 
and White Hou se attorney Phil­ 
ip Bu chen. 
Martin 
Hoffman, 
general 
cou nselor for the Defense De­ 
p artment, and Lau rence Silber- 
man, dep u ty attorney general, 


also sat in. 
“The President will not let a 
lot of grass grow” before m ak­ 
ing u p his mind on the amnesty 
issu e, said p residential Press 
Secretary Jerald F. ter Horst. 
Althou gh terHorst said that it 
will be “rather a short p eriod” 
before a decision is reached, no 
annou ncement is ex p ected ov er 
the holiday weekend. 
The two Cabinet officers 
coordinated Ju stice Dep artment 
p rop osals for some 14,000 draft 
dodgers su bject to civ ilian law 
and Defense Dep artment rec­ 
ommendations for abou t 28 ,000 
deserters u nder military ju ris­ 
diction. 
The President schedu led an 
afternoon golf date at nearby 
Bu rning Tree in Mary land then 
arranged to go by helicop ter to 


the 
p residential 
retreat 
at 
Camp Dav id. He will interru p t 
his holiday Monday to retu rn to 
the White Hou se to sign land­ 
mark p ension legislation, ap ­ 
p rop riately on Labor Day . 
Ford said throu gh a sp okes­ 
man on Friday that he does not 
fav or an added ten-cent p er 
gallon tax on gasoline becau se 
that wou ld be “ex orbitant, u n­ 
wise, and u nnecessary .” 
Ford trav eled to Colu mbu s, 
Ohio on Friday to address the 
Ohio State Univ ersity gradu ­ 
ating class. While he was away , 
a sev en-member delegation of 
Clergy and Laity Concerned 
tu rned ov er to Sp ecial Presi­ 
dential 
Assistant 
Theodore 
Marrs p etitions bearing 5 2,000 
signatu res su p p orting “u niv er­ 
sal and u nconditional amnesty ” 


for all Americans who resisted 
Vietnam military du ty . 
Marrs reminded the inter­ 
faith organization in a friendly 
ex change ou tside the White 
Hou se gates that Ford wants le­ 
niency for draft resistors bu t 
emp hasized the middle-grou nd 
p residential p olicy of “no am ­ 
nesty , no rev enge.” 
The v isit to Camp Dav id will 
be Ford’s first to the Catoctin 
Mou ntains retreat since he be­ 
came p resident 
more 
than 
three weeks ago. Among those 
accomp any ing him will be the 
first lady and children Su san 
and Step hen. 
While former President Rich­ 
ard M. Nix on barred newsmen

Deserter, freed by Army, returns to Canadian soil

his adop ted Canadian soil and 
the American Army deserter 
v ows nev er to retu rn to the 
United States “u ntil I’m su re 
there’s amnesty .” 
‘‘It’s a great thing to know 
th at a nation of 20 million 
p eop le is behind y ou ,” Ander­ 
son said after crossing the bor­ 
der into the land he now calls 
home and the arms of his wife, 
Marion 
He was released late Friday 
after sp ending a week in the 
stockade at Ft. Lewis, Wash., 
aw aiting 
cou rt-m artial 
on 
charges of being absent withou t 
official 
leav e. 
His 
freedom 
came after a formal p rotest 
and a req u est for his retu rn by 
the Canadian gov ernment. 
Anderson had been arrested 
last Satu rday by U.S. border 
gu ards at this heav ily trav eled 
crossing in an incident Ameri­ 
can officials later admitted oc­ 
cu rred “a few y ards ov er the 
Canadian border.” 
After 
that 
admission 
on 
Thu rsday , Canada asked for 
Anderson’s retu rn. On Friday , 
the U S. State Dep artment said 
it had granted Canada’s re­ 
q u est. 
Anderson, 31, said he learned 
abou t 2 p .m. he wou ld be re­ 
leased Less than fiv e hou rs lat­ 


er he was tree in Canada, 
where he has landed-immigrant 
statu s. He p lans to ap p ly for 
Canadian citizenship in another 
month. 
“I’ll nev er go back u ntil I 
know it’s safe,” Anderson said. 
“Ev en thou gh the attitu de in 
the United States might be soft­ 
ening, y ou know the military is 
going to continu e to enforce the 
law the way it sees it.” 
Asked if an amnesty declara­ 
tion wou ld bring many Ameri­ 
can deserters or draft-ev aders 
back, he said, “ I don’t think so. 
I think it wou ld be u sed mainly 
for v isits. 1 wou ldn’t go back to 
liv e. Any way , President Ford 
will p robably declare u ncon­ 
ditional amnesty for ev ery one 
ex cep t Ronald Anderson.” 
Anderson was driv en the 150 
miles from Ft. Lewis to the 
U S.-Canadian border by Ray 
Anderson, the Canadian cou n- 
su l-general in Seattle, who said 
he was informed he had to p ick 
u p his man only an hou r before 
taking cu stody . 
“The U.S. reaction was ac­ 
tu ally ex tremely rap id,” he 
said. 
Consu l-General 
Anderson 
called 
the 
arrest 
a 
“in­ 
ap p rop riate ap p rehension” and 
a v iolation of Canadian sov er­ 
eignty . 
"What hap p ened was that a 
nu mber of p eop le felt they had 


fou nd someone and were going 
to ap p rehend him,” the consu l 
said. 
He said he was su re U.S. 
gu ards hadn't intended to v io­ 
late Canadian territory . 
Anderson, a carp enter in Mis­ 
sion, B.C., said he had learned 
while being held at Ft. Lewis 
that members of his u nion local 
had collected money to help 
gam his release. 


An Army rep ort to the State 
Dep artment said Anderson had 
been absent withou t leav e for 
10 months when he was cap ­ 
tu red and cou rt-martialed in 
October 1968 . 
Anderson escap ed from the 
Ft. Lewis stockade again that 
Nov ember and fled to Canada. 
He said he had crossed back 
into the United States sev eral 
times to v isit his mother, Betty 


Peterson of Pou lsbo, Wash. 
“1 was detained at the bor­ 
der,” Anderson said. “They 
op ened the tru nk. They told me 
to come into the bu ilding 
“They

“The ju ry tears her ap art if 
she’s had a boy friend or has 
had sex in the p ast. We contend 
that’s not relev ant to whether 
she’s been rap ed,” said Gerald­ 
ine Greenwood, a lobby ist for 
the National Organization for 
Women 


“The m an’s sex u al history is 
not considered relev ant to the 
trial, so the woman’s shou ldn’t 
be." 
Under the law effectiv e Jan 
1, testimony abou t an alleged 
rap e v ictim's p rior sex u al con 
du ct cannot be introdu ced in a 
trial u ntil a sp ecial hearing is 
held 


The ju ry may hear the ev i­ 
dence only if the ju dge finds it 
is relev ant to the credibility of 
the v ictim as a witness.

That wall 
still stands 


BER LIN (L E N S )- The East 
Germans have all but stopped the 
recent blocking of traffic on the 
roads to west Berlin, but they are 
keeping tight limits on visits to their 
country by West Germans and West 
Berliners. 
Their method is to impose the 
equivalent of a daily tax by requir­ 
ing visitors to exchange so many D- 
marks a day into East German cur­ 
rency. This requirement was dou­ 
bled to 10 D-marks last November, 
and the result has been a drastic 
drop in the number of western bor­ 
der-crossers: visitors from west to 
east Berlin have dropped by a third, 
and visitors to East Germany proper 
by a half. 
When a West Berlin official pro­ 
tested to his East German counter­ 
part recently about the hardship the 
compulsory exchange quota inflicts, 
particularly on large families and 
old-age pensioners, he was told that 
it could be relaxed—provided that 
the West came up with a substantial 
quid pro quo. 
What the East Germans say they 
want from the West is come action to 
stop “ currency speculation, escapes 
to the west, and damage to frontier 
installations,’’ meaning the wall. If 
the West Berlin senate were to agree 
to these politically unpalatable con­ 
ditions, it would open itself to the 
charge of being an accomplice of 
East Germany’s repressive meas­ 
ures. 
And in any event such measures 
would require a small army of po- 
licement to enforce. The East Ger­ 
mans know all this. So it may be that 
they are merely preparing new bar­ 
gaining counters for future deals 
with the West. 
For example, the interest-free 
credit, the so-called “ swing” that 
West Germany has for many years 
made available to East Germany as 
part of intra-German trade, is up for 
renewal next year. But knowledgea­ 
ble observers in West Berlin suspect 
that the East German government’s 
motivation may not be commercial 
but political—the old fear of ideolog­ 
ical infection, which has become 
progressively more serious with the 
increase in visitors since the four- 
power agreement on Berlin in 1971 
and the treaty between East and 
West Germany in 1972. 
the East Gormans are still fight­ 
ing the lure of the West ; this was the 
central point of the past month’s 
propaganda campaign surrounding 
the trials of numerous “ human traf­ 
fickers” who helped East Germans 
escape to the West. 
The statistics on escapes which( 
the West German government re­ 
leased last week must have been an 
alarming reminder to East German 
leaders that all the sophisticated 
frontier barriers, minefields and 
hidden guns cannot close the border 
completely. 
In the first six months of this 
year, 442 East Germans managed to 
cross the border to West Germany 
and 1,216 escaped through Eastern 
Europe or defected during trips tc 
the west. A total of 155,147 people 
have left East Germany illegally 
since the building of the Berlin Wall 
in August 1961: 2,668 have been East 
German soldiers; 164 have died in 
the attempt. 


Memory 
lingers 


It may all be water over the gate 
to most weary Americans, but his­ 
torians. and certainly future Ameri­ 
cans, are going to be “ wallowing” in 
the subject for generations to come.

gate.” 
Interested researchers will also 
find such intriguing titles as “ Fire­ 
side Watergate,” “ Watergate Cook­ 
book,” “ Watergate Follies” and

That’s just the W ’s. Other titles 
include biographies of Richard Nix­ 
on. Sen Sam Ervin and other Water­ 
gate personalities, examinations of 
the impeachment process and the 
doctrine of executive privilege, the 
Agnew scandal and the constitution­ 
al and historical implications of Wa­ 
tergate in general 
This is not even to mention all the 
memoirs that are expected to come 
nor the thousands upon thousands of 


LONDON (LEN S)— Look a cou­ 
ple of hundred miles southeastwards 
from Cyprus, and you might think 
another war was on the brink of 
breaking out. 
Israel’s leaders have been saying 
over the past few weeks that the Syr­ 
ians could be about to reopen the 
fighting on the Golan Heights, using 
the piles of new weapons they have 
been getting from Russia. The Isra­ 
eli warnings have been backed by a 
selective call-up of reservists, and 
plans for a 24-hour mobilization ex­ 
ercise. 
The instinctive Arab reply is that 
it must be the Israelis who are plan­ 
ning the attack; and anyway the Ar­ 
abs, who often get into difficulties 
because they tend to see politics in 
personal terms, have been exces­ 
sively gloomy about the prospects of 
peace since Nixon resigned and was 
replaced by the supposedly more 
pro-Israel Ford. 
It all looks remarkably ominous. 
But there may in fact be a way out of 
the apparent danger of a fifth Arab- 
Israeli war, and this way out de­ 
pends largely on the powers of per­ 
suasion of King Faisal of Saudi Ar­ 
abia. 
The flicker of light amid all the 
pessimism lies in the fact that the Is­ 
raeli government seems to be se­ 
riously exploring a new stage in the 
peacemaking business. The prime 
minister, has been eased away from 
his earlier insistence that the next 
round of negotiation should just be 
another haggle with the Egyptians, 
in which Israel might give up a bit 
more of Sinai in return for some 
more assurances that Egypt accepts 
the existence of Israel. 
He is now willing to take a look, 
instead, at the much more compli­ 
cated problem of the Israeli-occu­ 
pied West Bank. He does not like 
Kissinger’s haste to jostle him into 
negotiations soon, and he has said 
that Israel’s aim was still a general 
peace settlement with all its neigh­ 
bors. 
But it is right to look next in the 
direction of the West Bank: after all, 
the West Bank, unlike Sinai, is 
where the Arabs who have been un­ 
der Israeli occupation since 1967 
mostly live. The question is whom 
the Israelis should negotiate with 
about this central part of the whole 
problem. 
The obvious answer seems to be 
King Hussein of Jordan. The Israelis 
refuse to talk to the Palestine Liber­ 
ation Organization (which now in­

Nixon’s present financial situ­ 
ation is this;

—He has promised to pay an 
additional $148,081 for 1969 back 
taxes, although the statute of 
limitations for civil collection of 
that sum has expired. 
—He was to pay $243,000 in 
principal and interest Ju ly 15 
as the final payment on his San 
Clemente property. But he re­ 
ceived a six-month extension on 
that debt in return for agreeing 
to pay higher interest. 
—His principal assets at this 
point are his equity in the San 


sonalities as well as the guerrillas 
based in Lebanon and Syria) and the 
PLO, indeed, is far too disorganized 
to talk to Israel. 
The trouble is that this seems to 
decide in advance who will control 
the tiny slice of territory west of the 
Jordan river, probably including the 
(own of Jericho but excluding the Is­ 
raeli security settlements dotted 
along the river bank, that Israel 
may be prepared to relinquish. King 
Hussein wants to resume control 
over this area, and the Israelis sup­ 
port him. But the Palestinian guer­ 
rillas oppose him, because they want 
this territory as the beginning of a 
new Palestinian state. 
This could break up any hopes of 
moving forward. Nobody can argue 
that a solution for the West Bank, let 
alone a solution to the statelessness 
of the Palestinian people, can be 
reached in one swoop; this possible 
pre-negotiation about a very small- 
scale movement can do no more 
than open the door. But if the Pale­ 
stinians block the whole operation— 
by protesting that there is nothing in 
store for them except a very limited 
exchange of Israeli rule for Jordani­ 
an rule—the door will not be opened 
at all. 
King Faisal of Saudi Arabia, in 
conjunction with President Sadat of 
Egypt, may be able to steer develop­ 
ments away from this dead end. 
King Faisal’s influence in such mat­ 
ters is a relatively new develop­ 
ment; in earlier times his huge 
wealth from his country’s oil, plus 
the religious seniority he derives 
from being guardian of Islam’s most 
holy places, did not by any calcula­ 
tion give him comparable authority 
with Egypt’s leader. 
His decision, during the October 
war, to use Saudi Arabia’s oil as a 
weapon on the Arab side dramati­ 
cally changed all that. So did the fact 
that, having once unsheathed that 
weapon, he used it with determinat­ 
ion and yet with great skill and even 
a certain forbearance. At the same 
time his concern with Islamic soli­ 
darity, once dismissed as irrelevant 
to power politics in the Arab world, 
is now accorded serious attention. 
The trend towards taking a new look 
at traditional Islamic values—as op­ 
posed to western materialist ones— 
is apparent today in several leading 
Arab states, including Egypt. King 
Faisal is a figure to be reckoned 
with. 
One of the results is that those 
traditional opponents, Egypt’s pres­ 
ident and Saudi Arabia’s monarch.

Experts in the publishing in­ 
dustry say that paying Nixon a 
big advance for a book would 
be highly speculative. They say 
that it is impossible to tell now 
what the public interest in a 
Nixon book would be in 14 to 2 
years — the minimum

they figure would elapse before 
a book could be in bookstores 
Another major question, they 
agree, 
is 
what 
would 
Nixon 
say? 
“ The value would be if he 
told it like it happened,” said 
one agent 
“ If he just wrote a 
nice rosy painted picture, then 


are now close partners. King Fai­ 
sal’s long visit to Egypt at the begin­ 
ning of the month sealed the part­ 
nership; the Saudi king brought with 
him the gifts of praise and money— 
both commodities that Sadat is 
plainly in need of at the moment.

For a number of reasons, preser­ 
vation of his Hashemite dynasty be­ 
ing high among them, he is not fully 
believed by the Palestinians. He 
shares with Israel’s leaders a very 
keen awareness of the danger of an 
independent Palestinian neighbor? 
And without any supervision such a 
state would indeed be a danger—for 
Jordan first, and for Israel later. 
King Faisal can speak with au­ 
thority to both King Hussein and 
President Sadat. He is in a position 
to explain to Jordan’s king why any 
recovery by Jordan of the Israeli - 
held West Bank, or a part of it, has to 
be followed by an opportunity for the 
Palestinians who live there to ex­ 
press their wishes about the future. 
He is also in a position to persuade 
President Sadat that, if this can be 
done, the West Bank negotiation is 
worth pursuing. 
And then between them the king 
and the president may be able to 
persuade the guerrilla organizations 
not to oppose negotiations along 
these lines. To be sure, the marxists 
among the guerrillas have never 
owed King Faisal any allegiance; 
and now even 
Yasser 
Arafat’s 
group, Fatah, is expressing its disil­ 
lusion, with its deputy leader bitter­ 
ly comparing the support that King 
Faisal gives Egypt with the lack of 
support, material and moral, given 
to Fatah. 
But if King Faisal and President 
Sadat were to be seen breaking 
through their own ambiguities about 
the future relationship between King 
Hussein and the West Bank, the 
more repsonsible Palestinian lead­ 
ers, guerrillas as well as non-guer- 
* rillas, might well respond. 
After all, King Faisal’s hopes of 
praying again in Jerusalem lead 
through the West Bank. It is worth a 
try.

Labor, the 
economy 


Heavy thinking about the econo­ 
my is probably the last thing most 
Americans will want to indulge in as 
they enjoy this holiday. 
Price increases, the skyrocketing 
cost of food, taxes, lagging stock 
market—all these are worries we 
would like to forget, if only for one 
day. 
But the name of the day is, after 
all. Labor Day, and though it was or­ 
iginally set aside to honor the blue- 
collar workingman, it is upon the la­ 
bor of all of us that the strength and 
health of the economy are based, 
whether we work in shop or office or 
on the land 
The problems and needs of “ la­ 
bor” are thus the problems and 
needs of the whole nation 
While we are not, fortunately, in­ 
volved at the moment in widespread 
labor-management discord, it is not 
for lack of grievances. Labor has 
made it plan that it feels the work­ 
ingman suffers most from accele­ 
rating inflation and was helped least 
by the previous administration's 
halfhearted measures to control 
same. It has given fair notice of in­ 
tention to press for early adjust­ 
ment. 
Management can respond by ei­ 
ther granting unusually large wage 
increases to preserve industrial 
peace or by resisting and thereby 
courting work stoppages. 


A hymn to 
city life 


Despite the fact that churchgoers 
in America are overwhelmingly ur­ 
banites, the hymns they sing each 
Sunday morning that have environ­ 
mental references are mostly rural 
in nature, according to Dr. Stephen 
Stephan, professor emeritus of soci­ 
ology at the University of Arkansas. 
Analyzing hymns from several 
books used by different denomina­ 
tions, he found that the verses are 
.-‘replete with rural thought forms 
and imagery.” 
For example, of 72 hymns in The 
Methodist Hymnal that contain en­ 
vironmental references, 66 are rural 
in nature and only six urban. Much 
the same ratio is found in the 1956 
hymnal of the Southern Presbyteri­ 
an and (Northern) United Presby­ 
terian Churches. Even in the hymn 
book used by many Unitarian 
churches, the rural emphasis is pro­ 
nounced. 
Stephan's research showed that 
“ the more fundamentalistic and

Either way, we stand to lose. The 
first response would further fuel in­ 
flation. the second would further 
hobble already limping production. 
Does this mean, then, that at such 
a time of economic imbalance free 
bargaining between employe and 
employer no longer suffices? Should 
the government take a more active 
role? Do we need something like a 
Court of Labor-Management Rela­ 
tions whose decision in each dispute 
would be binding on all parties? 
There 
are 
those 
who argue 
strongly that government should 
avoid direct involvement in labor- 
management relationships. Yet it 
must be accepted that today, labor- 
management settlements can not be 
made in isolation from the rest of the 
economy. It is only government 
whose policies have the greatest im­ 
pact on that economy. 
It is one thing when government 
speeds up a lagging economy 
through deficit spending, as it has 
demonstrated it can do quite handi­ 
ly 
But when prices soar and buying 
power shrinks, can 
government 
stand aside and let economic nature 
take its course? It is a question that 
must be answered 
It is not only encouraging that 
President Ford has given the econo­ 
my priority in the attention of his ad­ 
ministration. It is essential. 


“ old timey’ the hymn books are, the 
more rural is the imagery.” He 
points out that many urban worship­ 
pers. particularly in fundamentalist 
faiths, have been uprooted from ru­ 
ral heritages in recent years. The 
hymns may assuage their feelings of 
alienation and loneliness. 


Another reason for the emphasis 
on rural themes is a bias against city 
and urban life growing from the ear­ 
ly-day association of rural areas 
with “ the good life” and of cities 
with that which is bad—sin, vice, 
poverty, crime and the more recent 
ills of pollution, noise, waste and ug­ 
liness 
Hymns are more than just the 
music of the church, says Stephan. 
Rather, they reinforce what he 
terms “ the teaching ministry.” He 
suggests that the ecological move­ 
ment could benefit from new hymns 
that are “ relevant to modern urban 
man.”

One of the loveliest fresh fruit 
desserts you can make is to 
combine fresh red poached 
plums 
with

peaches. Part of the charm of 
this compote is its gorgeously 
colored crimson-pink syrup. 
There’s a secret to the m ak­ 
ing of the syrup. You cook the 
plums until the skins begin to 
burst and the poaching syrup 
turns red ; then you puree half a 
dozen of the plums and add 
them to the syrup. Just before 
serving, the peaches, plums 
and their syrup are combined. 
If you like the refreshing tart 
flavor of fresh plums, we think 
you’ll enjoy serving this com­ 
pote. 
FRESH PLUM AND 
PEACH COMPOTE 
12 ( about 1*2 pounds) fresh red 
plums 
1 cup sugar 
*4 cup water 
6 large fresh peaches 
Wash plums and remove any 
stems. 
In a 10-inch skillet over low 
heat stir together the sugar and 
water until sugar dissolves; let 
bubble gently and briefly until 
mixture is syrupy. Add plums; 
simmer uncovered until plum 
skins begin to burst and syrup 
turns red With a slotted spoon 
remove the plums from the syr­ 
up.

Kerner adjusting well to prison life 


LEXINGTON, Ky . (AP) - 
Former Illinois Gov . Otto Ker­ 
ner. an inmate at the Fed eral 
Correctional Institu te at Lex ­ 
ington has ad ju sted well to 
prison life, his case work er 
say s. 
Kern er resigned his $40,000- 
ay ear post as a ju d ge of the 7th 
U.S. Circu it Cou rt of Appeals at 
Chicago a month ago to begin 
serv ing a three-y ear sentence 
for his conv iction in connection 
with race-track stock d ealings 
while he was gov ernor. 


His case work er. Mary Mn- 
lestad , said Kemer completed 
his 30d ay classification period 
Wed nesd ay and is now eligible 
to leav e the prison on escorted 
trips into the city . 
Kemer was charged with ac­ 
cepting lu crativ e stock in race 
track s at bargain rates in re- 


tu m for fav ors to certain track 
owners. He was conv icted last 
y ear of bribery , conspiracy , tax 
ev asion and perju ry and was 
fined $20.000 in ad d ition to his 
prison sentence. 
Althou gh he has been in pris­ 
on ju st ov er a month, the 65- 
y ear-old Kemer is now eligible 
for parole. He is ex pected to 
meet with the parole board on 
their nex t v isit to the facility 
nex t month. 
In the meantime, the gray - 
haired former ju d ge pu ts in an 
eight-hou r d ay in the research 
section of the prison, collecting 
and filing d ata on prison pol­ 
icies and regu lations 
Miss Molestad said Kemer 
has been assigned to a "v olu n­ 
tary ” program, becau se he 
wou ld not fit into the prison’s 
u su al rehabilitativ e programs. 
She 
said he 
may 
teach 


cou rses or tu tor in the prison’s 
ed u cation u nit. He also has ex ­ 
pressed an interest in d oing 
v olu nteer work , she said . 
"He is v ery civ ic-mind ed . He 
wants to d o something," she 
ad d ed 
Since his arriv al Ju ly 29. Ker- 
ner has not left the prison. Miss 
Molestad said it might ‘‘cau se 
too mu ch of a stir” if he were 
to d o v olu nteer work ou tsid e 
the prison. 
He is d escribed by Ward en L. 
G. Grossman as “v ery pri­ 
v ate...he d oesn’t want any pu b­ 
licity .” 
Prison regu lations bar report­ 
ers from interv iewing specific 
inmates, and Kemer apparent­ 
ly is treated the same as other 
inmates. 
After su ffering a mild heart 
attack last May , Kemer was 
ad mitted to the comprehensiv e 


health u nit of the prison, where 
he shares a simple room with 
another old er man with med i­ 
cal problems. 
All the inmates in Kemer’s 
u nit are old er men who need 
med ical attention. Miss Moles­ 
tad said there are “sev eral 
lawy ers” among them. 


Althou gh Kemer is not eli­ 
gible for fu rlou gh away from 
the prison, he "gets stack s of 
mail and lots of v isitors," Miss 
Molestad said . 
Now that he has completed 30 
d ay s at the institu tion, he will 
be able to v isit Lex ington with 
other inmates to see a mov ie, 
go to d inner or hear a concert. 
The prison philosophy , as ex ­ 
pressed by Ward en Grossman, 
is that the inmates are hu man 
beings and shou ld be treated as 
su ch.

Pleased with controversial 
prison psychological plan 


SO M ER S, Conn <AP) — Con­ 
necticut 
corrections 
officials 
say they are pleased with the 
success thus far of a 
con­ 
troversial program that uses 
electric shock treatment and 
psychological conditioning on 
men serving terms for molest­ 
ing children 
Roger Wolfe, administrator of 
the program, says that in the 
last 18 months, 11 men who 
have undergone the treatment 
have been released from the 
state pnson here. None have 
been rearrested for sexual of­ 
f enses he says. 
And while Wolfe says it is 
' “ inevitable" that one of those 
involved will be rearrested, he 
hopes the program will be 70 to 
80 per cent successful. 
The treatment involves chan­ 
neling the behavior of the con­ 
victs into socially accepted pat­ 
terns 
They undergo a three 
stage treatment aimed at mak 
mg them desire sex with worn 
en rather than children. 
Civil libertarians critical of 
the program say inmates par 
ticipate because they believe it 
will enhance their chances of 


parole. And the U.S. Bureau of 
Prisons has said it is dis­ 
continuing its behavior modi­ 
fication program. 
State Correction Commission­ 
er John G. Manson, however, 
says he "is prepared to go to 
court to keep the Connecticut 
program and calls the federal 
decision 
"gutless.” 
Manson 
says the alternative is to keep 
convicted 
child 
molesters 
locked up for longer periods 
since parole boards are reluc­ 
tant to grant early parole to 
sex offenders 
Wolfe says that the officials 
running the program often are 


skeptical about the sincerity of 
those wishing to enter. But he 
says the motivation level of 
most inmates is high because 
" it ’s not nice to be a child mo­ 
lester. If you’re a junkie you 
can find all sorts of peer sup­ 
port.... If you’re a bank rob­ 
ber, you’re admired ” 
The program uses just that 
motivation to change the in­ 
mate during the behavior modi­ 
fication program. It starts with 
aversion therapy, which uses 
the 
individual’s 
phobia 
and 
couples it with an imeompatible 
picture that makes that phobia 
repulsive to him. 


During shock therapy, the in­ 
mate sees slides of nude chil­ 
dren and women. He receives 
an electric shock to the groin 
area when he sees a slide of a 
child. No shock is associated 
with the pictures of women. 
With the molester’s prefer­ 
ence for children eliminated, 
social conditioning begins by 
transferring the inmate’s sexu­ 
al desires to “ normal chan­ 
nels.” The inmate fantasizes 
normal sexual contact, and re­ 
wards himself with thoughts of 
something he finds pleasant, 
such as his boss giving him a 
raise.

M E X IC A L I, Mexico (A P ) — 
The Mexicali Valley is a hot, 
dusty place where only snakes 
and other desert creatures can 
survive without water brought 
in by canal from the Colorado 
River. 
It takes a hardy person to 
withstand the frequent 130-de­ 
gree 
temperatures, 
swirling 
dust and winds coming off the 
Sonora Desert that kick up 
stinging sand and leave lips dry 
and cracked. 
Juan Virreal, 44, is one of 
perhaps 200,000 peasants living 
in the triangular-shaped valley 
whose base hugs the California 
border and whose apex to the 
south touches the Gulf of Cali­ 
fornia. 
Virreal leaned against a tree, 
closed his eyes against the daz­ 
zling brightness of the sun and 
wondered if he could wait three 
or four more years for the won­ 
derful fruit of diplomacy to 
blossom. 
The United States has agreed 
to build a $67-million desalting 
plant in Arizona to prevent U S . 
salt contamination of the Colo­ 
rado River from further in­ 
juring Mexicali Valley fields 
and pastures. 
The plant will not be finished 
at least until 1980. The United 


States, in the meantime, is 
sending low salinity water to 
the Mexicali Valley from U.S. 
water storage areas. 
But Mexican authorities say 
it will be at least three or four 
years before good water will be 
able to cleanse the valley of the 
salt, which is visible up to six 
inches deep in the earth. 
"Three or four years is a 
long time to wait when your 
belly is rumbling from hunger 
and you’re having to borrow 
money from the bank just to 
buy the family some beans,” 
Virreal said. 
"W hat can we do but wait. 
Sometimes the families here 
eat only one meal a day. We 
were not poor before the salt 
came. We ate three good meals 
a day. Now the children some­ 
times cry because there is not 
enough to eat. 
" If it were not for the gov­ 
ernment banks we would be fin­ 
ished. They at least loan us 
money for seeds and to buy 
beans and tortillas to keep us 
alive.” 
Virreal, like most of the other 
farmers in the Mexicali Valley, 
lives on a government-awarded 
collective farm, called an ejido, 
on which each family uses up 
to 44 acres. 


Government 
officials 
and 
businessmen say the Mexicali 
Valley’s farmers once did well 
by Mexican standards. 
“ It wasn’t unusual for a fam­ 
ily to make more than $8,000 a 
year and to buy a new car ev­ 
ery four or five years,” said 
one official. "M any of them 
would have refrigerators and 
televisions, but now they owe a 
lot of money to the banks and 
can’t even get money to put a 
new roof on the house.” 
Government officials say that 
insects and poor prices for 
crops have also meant econom­ 
ic hardship to the valley’s 
farmers. 
The salt problem began in 
1961 when crops started failing, 
officials say. The neat rows of 
cotton 
were 
interrupted 
by 
grayish areas where nothing 
would grow. The barren spots 
grew larger the next year, and 
the cotton did not grow as tall 
as before. 
Government chemists were 
called in to test the soil. They 
found a high concentration of 
salt. 
Tests of the water in the ca­ 
nals coming from the Colorado 
River showed salinity had in­ 
creased from the normal 850 
parts per million to about 3,000 


parts per million. Sea water is 
about 35,000 parts per million. 


The United States wa& draw­ 
ing water from the Colorado 
River to wash salt from the 
Wellton-Mohawk 
V alley 
in 
southern Arizona. The highly 
saline drainoff was being re­ 
turned to the Colorado just be­ 
fore it crossed into Mexico. 


The salt was swept into the 
Mexicali Valley’s canals and 
spread over the valley’s fields. 
The United States responded 
to initial complaints by the 
Mexicans by saying that there 
was no real proof that salinity 
had increased. 


The 
United 
States 
also 
claimed 
that 
poor 
farming 
practices by the Mexicans — 
slash and bum tactics, overuse 
of the land — were hurting the 
farm ers’ incomes more than 
anything. 


The 
Mexican 
government 
pressed its claims until earlier 
this year President Luis Ech- 
everria won agreement by the 
United States to build the de­ 
salting plant. 


It will be constructed near 
Yuma, Ariz. 


were on abortion tables in other 
hospitals when they decided to 
come here. They ’ve come from 
all over Xhe country.” 
Unlike most unwed mothers’ 
homes — many of which closed 
after the court ruling — St. 
Therese is for women over 18 
and acts as 
an out-of-town 
boarding hospital. Charity rare­ 
ly is a factor.
